The magazine entitled Oral Women Number Two is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The magazine contains explicit photographs and text presenting men and women 
engaged in sexual activity, specifically fellatio. Close-up photographs of men’s and 
women’s genitalia degrade and dehumanise them, to a limited degree. These 
depictions are counterbalanced by depictions of the men’s and women’s entire bodies 
and faces. 
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
